Hope to Hold Desperate 
Situation Until German 
Help Conies 


(By Staff 
Correspondent.) 
PETROGRAD, Sept. 7.— 'The Rus­ 
sian arm y is engaged today in a su­ 
preme effort to annihilate Austria’s 
war powers. 
General Rouzsky, with 
his victorious armies, which defeat­ 
ed the Austrian arm ies at Lemberg, 
bas been sent to Russian Poland. To­ 
day his forces engaged the main Aus­ 
trian arm y along a battle front that 
extends from north to Hrubieszow 
into Galicia. 
Additional reinforce­ 
ments have i»een sent to 
General 
Rouzsky, and while the main army 
is attacking the Austrian position, 
which is heavily entrenched, other 
divisions will attem pt 
a 
flanking 
movement designed 
to cu t off the 
Austrian retreat and also to prevent 
German reinforcements reaching the 
scene. 
To B attle For Day* 
If is certain the battle will last 
for several days. 
In order that the 
fighting strength of Austria shall be 
completely crushed, it is necessary 
that the combined Austrian armies 
in Poland Ice annihilated. 
They are 
comm anded by’ General Von Auffen- 
berg. formerly minister of war, and 
they were giving the Russian army 
very great annoyance until General 
Rouzskv’s 
victorious 
movement 
against Lemberg perm itted the c u t­ 
ting of the lines of coniunicatlon, 
and threw A tiff en berg on his own re­ 
sources, compelling him to abandon 
his offensive 
measure* and resume 
the defensive. 
Tile Germans have 
tried desperately 
to reinforce Von 
Auffenborg. but so far they have been 
unable to do so with a n y material 
force . Because of the danger of a 
junction being affected, however, the 
Russian general staff decided to au 
nihilate the Austrians at once

abandon for the present his pursuit 
of the Austrian arm y defeated at 
Lemberg, to assail Von Auffenberg.

licia continue under the presonal di­ 
rection of Grand Duke Nicholas with 
General Brussaloff who was success­ 
ful at Haliez, in comand of the di­ 
rect operations. 
It is stated here 
today that this 
arm y has already 
pushed forward 
fifty-five 
miles to 
Prezemysl. the 
strongest fortifica­ 
tion on the San river, which is g rad ­ 
ually l>eing surrounded.

man reinforcements can get to the

The Galician situation is improv­ 
ing.

Dr. Wendell A. Anderson reached 
the city Sunday afternoon with the 
rem ains of his wife. Susan M. A nder­ 
son. who died suddenly

pectoris on Tuesday evening, Septem ­ 
ber I, 1914, in the seventy-fourth 
year of her age, at her native town of 
Gray, Maine. 
The doctor was accom­ 
panied by his three sons, John, Gree­ 
ley and Spencer. 
Dr. and Mrs. Anderson returned 
from an extended European trip on 
August I, having been absent from 
La Crosse since last March. 
After 
a three weeks’ visit wiih Dr. Ander­ 
son's sister, Mrs. T. H. Hoppon, at 
Augusta, Maine, they had gone to 
Gray to visit Dr. Anderson's brother. 
Major John D. Anderson. 
It 
was 
while retu rn in g from Major A nder­ 
son’s residence to their hotel about 
9 o ’clock in the evening th a t Mrs. 
Anderson complained of feeling faint. 
Dr. 
Anderson assisted 
her to th e 
steps of a nearby house— which, by 
a strange coincidence, happened to he 
the identical house in which she was 
born nearly seventy-five years ago__ 
where, after a few* m om ents of rest, 
she felt sufficiently relieved to re­ 
sume their walk to the hotel, then 
only a few steps distant. Before even 
this short distance could be covered, 
however, a second seizure, more pro­ 
nounced than the first, overcame Mrs. 
Anderson and it became necessary to 
carry h er across the street to the 
parlor of th e hotel. 
Here, despite 
the utmost efforts of the attending 
physician, she lapsed 
into 
uncon­ 
sciousness and expired in a few m in­ 
utes. 
Seemed in Excellent H ealth 
Up to the time of h er death Mrs. 
Anderson had 
been in apparently 
splendid health and spirits and she 
aud the doctor were looking forward 
with tho keenest delight to fu rth e r 
visits in Maine with some of th eir 
childhood friends 
and 
playmates. 
Later in Septem ber they were intend­ 
ing to visit once more 
the 
battle 
fields of Virginia where the doctor 
campaigned with the Army of the 
Potomac, in the early sixties. 
lier Girlhood Spent in E ast 
Susan Mary (Sm all) Anderson, the 
daughter of John G. and Em meline 
Small was horn at Gray, Maine, on 
the twentieth day of May, 1840. She 
received her early education in the 
public schools of Cambridge, Maine, 
and at the Young Ladies* Seminary 
at New Hampton, Mass. 
During the 
civil war, and w*hile her future hus­ 
band was acting as surgeon of the 
Third Maryland regiment, she m a r ­ 
ried Dr. Wendell 
A. 
Anderson on 
March 9. 1864. at Portland. Maine. 
They moved to La Crosse in 1865 
and have since resided here. Besides 
her husband, she leaves surviving, 
her sister, Mrs. Em m a A. Boley of 
this city, and three sons.

Kaiser’s New Plan Is to 
Crush Allied Army in the 
Open Before Attack­ 
ing Paris .

7.— That, th© 
general battle which it is ex­ 
pected will be participated in 
bv the entire 
German forces 
now in France, and which m ay 
prove decisive in character, has 
already begun, was shown by

French-British

“ The battle lines extend from 
Nantouvil to Verdun, via Vitrv- 
Le-Francois, in th e d ep a rtm e n t 
of the Marne, 
nineteen miles 
southeast of Chalons, and at th e 
com m encem ent of th e 
Rhine- 
M arne canal. 
“ The French, assisted by the 
British forces, 
compelled the 
Germ ans to retire from the re­ 
gion 
Colummimmiers. in the 
departm ent 
of 
Seine-et-Marne, 
on the Grand Morin river, after 
two 
days of severe 
fighting , 
w hich ended last night. 
“ The entire French and En­ 
glish lines a*e in action and the 
combat is extremely vigorous.” 


PARIS, Sept. 7.— The war office, 
in a message to General Gallienti to­ 
day declared the French forces u n d er 
the im m ediate direction or General 
Joffre, 
co-operating 
in a general 
movement with Sir John French, the 
British 
com m ander in chief, have 
turned the German right flank. At 
the same tim e 
the 
British forces 
broke through the German lines left 
of the right wing. 
This movement 
imperilled the entire German right 
wing. and forced the German com­ 
m an d er hurriedly to w ith d ra w all of 
his troops from Lille, and th e neigh­ 
boring towns to strengthen his posi­ 
tion.

No matter which way Labor votes 
now, it is “ heads, Capital wins; tails, 
Labor loses.” 
The free Roman 
working 
men 
cheered for Pompey when that hers 
was at his zenith. 
Caesar crushed 
Pompey, and they cheered for Cae­ 
sar. 
And what booted it for them that 
they made holiday “ to see Caesar 
and rejoice in his trium ph” ? 
What 
did they get out of it? 
Nearly 1 400 years later Rienzi, 
exhorting the again 
down-trodden 
working men of Rome to shake off 
their shackles, cried out to them: 


“ Rouse you, Romans! Rouse 
you 
slaves! ” 
He told them that 


“ The bright sun rises in its course 
and lights a race of slaves; 
It sets, and its last beam falls on a 
slave.” 


Today Labor is marching in solid 
column, glorying in

strength, 
proud of its achievements, confident 
of the future.

French People Exult 
BORDEAUX, Sept. 7.— The tem ­ 
porary capital wore an air of confi­ 
dence today. 
The m ajority of the 
residents are celebrating the fact that 
the Germans failed to attack Paris as 
a great French victory. 
The news 
papers make much of it. and detail 
at great length how the Germans, af­ 
ter coming within sight of the capi­ 
tal. turned aside. 
Some profess to 
blame the officials for having a b a n ­ 
doned the city, and declare that the 
government should be moved back. 
War Office is Grave 
The war office takes no such ro­ 
seate view. On the contrary, it is ac­ 
cepted that the action of the German 
right wing means the invaders are 
playing a waiting game. T h e y are not 
in force strong enough to m ake any 
real impression on the French forti­ 
fications and they have taken up po­ 
sitions to the east of Paris, where 
they are waiting the outcome of the 
struggle in other parts of the war 
zone, meanwhile recuperating from 
the effect of their record breaking 
advance from the north. 
Ciermans to Effect J u n c tu re 
The extreme right
